The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 24, line 7 "without alcohol" has been deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for In view of the applicant's 
argument and the amended claims, the prior art of record do no teach a solid 
agglomerate precursor comprising an agglomeration of aluminosilicate material and a 
binding agent, the precursor having an alkali content of less than 10wt%, that is fired to 
produce microspheres. Additionally, the precursor of Matthews is formed from a slurry, 
which is a watery mixture of insoluble material and not an aqueous solution or paste, 
wherein the components are dissolved in water. Lastly, Matthews does not teach an 
agglomerate precursor with a water content of less than 3 wt% and an alkali content of 
less than 10wt%.
